(1) These rules may be called the Registration of Foreig¬ 
ners (Amendment) Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 20th May, 1985. 
In the Registration of Foreigners Rules, 1939 :— 

(i) In rule 4A, clauses (a) and (b) of sub-rule (1) and 
sub-rule (3) of rule 16, for the word and letters “Form 
DA or Form DB”, the word and letter “Form D** 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) in sub-rule (2) of rule 15, lor the word and letters 
“Form DB”, the word and letter “Form D” shall 
be substituted; 

(iii) in sub-rule (6) of rule 16, for the word and letters 
“Form DA, DB”, the word and letter “Form D” 
shall be substituted; 

(iv) for “Form DA and DB”, the following. Form shall 
be substituted, namely
